Subject wae employed in the Uranium mines in the Soviet Zone of Germany from 
September 1945 to 20 November 1949, when he fled to the West Zone of Geimw* * 
Ob 14 March 1950 be cams to 66th Counter Intelligence Corps Detachment, MUNICH y 
and volunteered to give Information. 16 March he was taken to 7707 European 
C om man d Intelligence Center, Oberursel, for interrogation Re* Uranium mines In 
the Soviet Zone of Germany* 

11. RSSULT3 OF INVESTIGATION: 

la interview. Subject disclosed that ha was taken prisoner at the end of the 
war by the Russian Amy and placed In Prisoner of War Camp Breltenbach. From 
this ea*g> he was forced to go to work In a uranium mine at JOHAMNGBORGBlSTADr 
as an ordinary miner. Re worked in this mine from 11 September 1945 until 11 
April 1949, at which time he was transferred to the mine "OBJECT #25 at 
Auerbach/Tcgtl. At this mine he held the position of shaft leader of shaft 
#7 and later the position of chief engineer of the mins. On 20 November 
1949 Subject fled from the mine and mads his way to the horns of his cousin
